THE  SPEAKERS 

ROBERT  W.  JOHANNSEN  is  presently  J.  G.  Randall 
Distinguished  Professor  of  History  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
A  native  of  Portland,  Oregon,  Johanssen  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Washington  in  1953.  Before  joining  the 
University  of  Illinois  faculty  in  1959,  he  taught  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Kansas.  He  became  a  professor  of  history  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  in  1 962  and  has  since  served  as  chairman  of  the 
history  department  (1963-1967),  in  the  Center  for  Advanced 
Study  (1 968-1 969),  and  as  a  Guggenheim  Fellow  (1967-1 968). 
Johanssen  is  author  of  many  books  and  articles  including 
Frontier  Politics  and  Sectional  Conflict  (1955),  The  Union  in 
Crisis  (1965),  Democracy  on  Trial  (1966),  and  Stephen  A. 
Douglas  (1973)  for  which  he  received  an  Award  of  Merit  from 
the  ISHS. 

ROGER  D.  BRIDGES,  director  of  research  for  the  Il¬ 
linois  State  Historical  Library  since  1970,  is  a  native  of  Iowa. 
He  received  his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Illinois  and 
taught  in  the  Iowa  public  schools  and  in  the  history  departments 
at  Bradley  University  and  the  University  of  South  Dakota. 
Bridges  has  also  taught  at  Sangamon  State  University  and 
Illinois  State  University.  He  was  a  National  Historical  Publica¬ 
tions  Commission  Fellow  with  the  Ulysses  S.  Grant  Associa¬ 
tion,  Southern  Illinois  University.  He  was  assistant  editor  of 
volume  4  of  the  Papers  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  (1972)  and  has 
contributed  articles  and  book  reviews  to  several  journals  in¬ 
cluding  the  Journal  of  the  ISHS,  Ohio  History,  Mid-America, 
and  the  Journal  of  Southern  History.
